Legislative Proposal 

Continued Use of Reemployed Annuitants 

USAID OIG's authority to waive restrictions on dual compensation for reemployed annuitants (i.e., to 
allow retired federal employees to return to work in federal jobs without a reduction in their retired 
pay) has expired, and OIG is requesting extension of this authority. In the past, this authority has 
allowed OIG to facilitate assignments in critical priority countries, such as Afghanistan, Pakistan, and 
Haiti, supplementing its investigative workforce on a temporary, flexible basis to meet emerging needs. 

Loss of this authority harms OIG's operations by decreasing staffing options and raising the prospect of 
diverting staff from other important posts to cover losses in CPCs. OIG will see a diminished ability to 
address new investigative requirements as they arise in Afghanistan, Pakistan, and Haiti. Extension of 
this waiver authority would allow OIG to overcome staffing limitations in countries where the need for 



investigative oversight is especially acute and would ensure continuing oversight of other important 
foreign assistance activities worldwide.
